M a r y s v il l e , November 24th.—Thanks­ 
giving Day opened clear and frosty here. 
The day is being generally observed. 
The 
decorations in the Presbyterian Church are 
novel, as well as appropriate to the occa­ 
sion. 
The idea was to make the display 
representative of the earth’s bounty at this 
season. 
The pulpit, rostrum and choir are 
laden with specimens of Northern Califor­ 
nia’s productions—fruits, cereals, vegeta­ 
bles and flowers. 
On tlie gas-jets at the 
sides and on the walls are lim bs of persim­ 
mon trees with large specimens of fruit on 
each branch. 
On tables at either side of 
the rostrum are large floral pieces, and 
around the pulpit are carefully-arranged 
boxes of grapes, banks of turnips, carrots 
and potatoes, all of unusually large dim en­ 
sions. 
Two large slices of watermelon are 
on either side of an anchor about two feet 
high, which is made of cauliflower and 
radishes. 
To the left and right of the 
watermelons 
are large 
pumpkins, and 
around these piled in profusion oranges of 
the crop of 1886-87, apples of all kinds, 
pears, quinces, pop-corn, onions, peppers, 
egg plants, and m any other products of 
the garden. 
The wooden 
columns, on 
which are the gas-jets, are dressed with 
wheat and barley in stalk. This is knotted 
into position by some Egyptian corn. 
At 
either side of these colum ns are stands of 
flowers placed in vases made of water- 
melon-rinds. 
The general effect is very in­ 
teresting and handsome.

F r a n c is c o , November 24th.—The 
ceremonies attendant upon the dedication 
of Adolph Sutro’s Liberty statue on Mouut 
Olympus this m orning came off as an­ 
nounced, and were successful to the m in­ 
utest detail. 
Promptly at 10 o’clock the 
battery stationed upon the mount thun­ 
dered forth a salute to Liberty, and the pro­ 
cession. consisting of Mayor Pond and the 
Supervisors; the Committee of Manage­ 
ment. Messrs. R. P. Hammond, Jr , Elliot 
J. Moore, Colonel G. \V\ Granniss, M. A. 
Dorn and Solomon H eydenfeldt; Generai 
Howard and other military officers, m em ­ 
bers of the press ami school children, 
headed by the Presidio Band, began the 
ascent of the mountain, which stands at 
the head of Seventeenth street, a few hun­ 
dred yards north of the Twin Peaks. 
The statue, an imitation of Baitholdi's 
masterpiece in New York Harbor, is of 
colossal size and faces the east, looking 
down over the great city. 
It was designed 
to typify the triumph of light over dark­ 
ness. The principal figure is that of a 
gracefully-drapcd femaie, holding aloft in 
her^left hand the torch of liberty, and in 
her right a reversed sword, which she keeps 
beyond the reach of the spirit of darkness, 
represented by a savage, who crouches 
blinded, at her feet, striving to grasp the 
sword. 
The light which will flame forth 
from the hand of the goddess, will be seen 
by vessels approaching the Golden t ¡ate, and 
also throughout a great portion of the city. 
From the base of the statue is obtainable 
One of the loveliest and most varied pros­ 
pects in the world. 
To the south extend 
the mountains and valleys of San Mateo 
county. 
In the east lie the mountains of 
Alameda, the suburban towns that line the 
eastern shore of the bay, w hile the bay and 
the city itself lies at its feet. 
Northward 
rise the steep cliffs of Marin and the 
bights of Tamalpais, and to the west 
stretches the broad Pacific, a picture whose 
fitting foreground is Golden Gate Park. 
The donor of the statue, in order to se­ 
cure the pride of the neighborhood in its 
maintenance has placed it under the pro­ 
tection of the school-children. 
To-day, by 
invitation, the pupils of the Sanchez-street 
school assembled about the statue and were 
given a part on the programme. 
A large

W a sh in g t o n, November 24th.—[Special.] 
There is a diversity of opinion as to the 
effect o f the Attornev-General’s 
recent 
opinion relative to the law of 1887, affect­ 
ing lands within the railroad indem nity 
limits. 
The law of 1887 was intended to 
give justice to people who have bought 
lands of the railroad companies which it is 
alleged the roads had no right to sell, and 
which, through the subsequent forfeiture 
of giants, may he thrown back into the 
public domain, when the first settlers quat- 
ting upon it may enter it under the pnolic 
land laws, in spite of any title which a 
purchaser may have acquired from the rail­ 
roads. 
The Attorney-General’s 
opinion 
construes this law as applying to indem nity 
lands which may be thrown open to settle 
rnent, as well as granted lands which mav 
be forfeited. 
The railroads in the W est and Northwest 
have m any of them selected indem nity 
lands for lands lost “ in place,” and filed 
their selections in the General Land Office. 
The dilatory action of the Land Office in 
the adjustment of grants has prevented 
many of the roads from securing lands, 
but it has been the habit to sell selected 
lands under the impression that there was 
no question about securing them, and in 
W isconsin, Minnesota and Dakota large 
farms, embracing som etimes 
thousands 
of acres, have been pui chased o f the roads, 
cropped and improved, and their values 
raised to thousands of dollars. 
The Interior Department w ill not recog­ 
nize any of the selections made by the roads, 
and having thrown all indem nity lands 
open to settlement, squatters have rushed 
iu and covered every quarter-section of 
these magnificent farms. A man frequently 
finds a settler’s tent in his wheat-field, 
while another has improvised a stock- 
range in his iront-yard. 
Each of these 
squatters have valid rights under the land 
laws to 160 acres of his farm, as the road 
could convey no title, and the law of 1887 
sim ply gives the man who has purchased 
the land a preferred right to purchase from 
the United States at $1 25 per acre, and to 
look to the road subsequently for redress.

O p e n in g o f th e R e ic h sta g —T h e S p ee c h 
fro m th e T h r o n e . 


B e r l i n , November 24th.—The Reichstag 
was opened to-day. 
Minister Von Boetti- 
seher rend a speech from the throne, in 
which he sa id : 
“ Germany, in her foreign policv. has 
successfully endeavored to strengthen the 
peace of Europe by tlie cultivation of 
Irienuly relations with all of the Powers 
by treaties and alliances aim ing to avert 
danger of A ar, and to jointly oppose any 
unjust attacks. 
Germany has no aggres­ 
sive tendencies. She has no wants to be 
satisfied through victorious war. 
An un­ 
christian disposition to surprise neighbor­ 
ing peoples is foreign to the German na- 
tnre and to the Constitution of the Em­ 
pire. 
The military organization of the 
country is not calculated to disturb the 
jieace of her neighbors by arbitrary attacks. 
Germany is strong in parrying surprises 
and in defending her independence. 
She 
wishes to become so strong that she can 
face with composure every danger. 
" The resumption of the Reichstag comes 
at a serious time. 
The grave com plaint 
with which the Crown Prince has been 
visited fills the mind not only of the E m ­ 
peror. but also of his august allies and the 
whole of Germany with anxious care. 
Nothing that human sense and knowledge 
and careful tending can do w ill be left un­ 
done. 
Our eyes and prayers, however, are 
directed toward God. whose decrees rule 
the destinies of nations, as weil as that of 
individual man. 
A firm confidence in God, 
and the iaithful fulfillm ent of duty have 
been in all especially grave m om ents the 
tried supports of our people, and they will 
now also enable us to do justice to the labors 
awaiting the Legislature.” 
H e then spoke at length of the work of 
the Reichstag, and ¡jave outlines of the va­ 
rious measures of importance that would 
be introduced at the coming session. 
Dur­ 
ing the reading of the speech Minister Von 
Boettischer was often interrupted by ap­ 
plause and enthusiastic cheers. 
At the close, Herr Von Boettischer hav­ 
ing declared the Reichstag open, 
Herr 
W edell Piesdorff, President of the body, 
called for cheers for the Emperor, which 
were given with enthusiasm. 
The Presi­ 
dent, in his opening address, alluded to the 
serious nature of the illness of the Crown 
Prince, and the grief of the country over 
his fate. 
The anxiety concerning his con­ 
dition relegated all other thoughts to the 
background. 
The members would join the 
President in expressing their sorrow and 
declaring that they placed their confidence 
in God's grace and mercy. 
H e asked 
authority to convey these sentiments to the 
Emperor, and to send the following tele­ 
gram to the Crown P rince: 
The Reichstag in profound reverence and cor­ 
dial love, thinks of your Imperial Highness. 
May God protect your precious life and preserve 
it for the salvation of the fatherland. 
The Deputies listened to the address 
standing, and unanim ously approved the 
President’s suggestions.

the charge is incontestably true, and can 
he established by unimpeachable testi­ 
mony. The excuse was then made that he, 
the Treasurer did not deem it wise to erect 
the building: first, because the books,stock 
etc. could be stored in the basement of the 
Capitol; secondly, because the sum appro­ 
priated is not large enough. Either of these 
reasons is as had as the first excuse. The 
Treasurer has not been commissioned to 
reverse the judgement of the Legislature; 
when he does so and defeats it, he usurps 
authority, and it may be, lays himself open 
to impeachment. 
It is base misuse of his 
office, and would never be ventured uj>on by 
a man self-respecting, modest, or who 
entertains a due sense of the solemnity of 
an oath of office and its binding obligation 
upon him to obey the laws. 
The Treasur­ 
er of the State of California has the right 
to make himself ridiculous, but he has not 
the right to check the ojjeration of the law 
or to set up his judgement in opposition to 
the will of the Legislature. 


THE SPAEROW 
NUISANCE. 


Among the importations against which 
there might well be invoked a prohibi­ 
tory law, if that were possible, Ls the Eng­ 
lish sparrow. 
The man who brought 
over that one pair of the birds a few 
years ago, may not have had revenges to 
work upon this people, but if he had he 
has accomplished them fully. 
In such a 
large degree has the sparrow assailed 
agricultural and other productive indus­ 
tries in Ohio, that the Buckeye State has 
been compelled to go down into its treasury 
and offer a bonus for dead sparrows. 
It 
will not lie long before such a policy will 
become necessary in California, unless the 
people unite in destroying the pestiferous 
bird. 
It is very true that the sparrow has 
proved the 
deadly enemy of several 
classes of worms injurious to vegetable 
growth, but it is certain that the worms 
were inore endurable than are the birds. 
It is only about sixteen years since the 
sparrow was imported as a worm-destrover, 
and now the problem is to find an antidote 
for the remedy we invoked, for the rascally 
foreign bird has whipped and driven our 
native small birds from the field, which 
destroyed bugs and worms also, so that on 
the whole we have more bug and worm 
pests than in the first instance. 
Professor 
Riley, United States Entomologist, was 
appealed to by New Yorkers to know why 
with the multiplication of English spar­ 
rows there was also an increase of such 
caterpillars as attack full foliaged trees. 
The scientist replied that the caterpillar 
exudes an odor offensive to the sparrow ; 
besides his hairy body is objectionable to 
the bird, and hence he leaves the worm 
untouched, while he seeks food in quarters 
where he Ls not wanted. Said the Pro­ 
fessor : 
The English sparrow was introduced into Bos­ 
ton sixteen years ago, and has overrun the 
whole country until it has become a nuisance. 
It has chased away the native Am erican birds 
w hich preyed upon other caterpillars than 
those devoured by the sparrow. 
File sparrows feed upon some of the smooth, 
green worms, like the cankerworm s, w hich 
used to be a great nuisance in Eastern States, 
and keep that species in check. 
It is all under 
that general law ot lmrmonv in nature which 
keeps all species down to a certain lim it in a 
state of nature. This hairy caterpillar, which 
is protected against the sparrow's attack, has 
had an opportunity to increase as the other 
species have decreased, just in that proportion. 
Being asked if lie advised the destruc­ 
tion of the sparrows, lie replied : 
Most assuredly, when they become a nuisance. 
Even now it would be well to keep them down 
by encouraging people to use them as food.

Professor Holden 
finds that in 118 years there have been 
eleven earthquakes on this coast of some 
moment, or oue in aliout every eleven 
years, and therefore we may experience 
another shock eleven years from the date 
of the last one. This is neither arithmeti­ 
cal nor logical. There are cycles, appa­ 
rently, of climatict events, but the history 
of the earth’s tremors does not establish 
any periodicity that warrants belief in re­ 
turn of earthquakes at any regular periods- 
Professor Ilolden in his ascertainment of 
facts upon which to base the eleven-year 
theory, excludes the 
minor tremblors. 
This, we submit, is not fair; all manifesta­ 
tions of disturbance of the earth’s crust 
should lie taken into account. To set 
apart certain of them because of their 
violence, and to reason from that basis to 
regularity of occurrence, to the exclusion 
of less violent “ shakes,” is to assume a 
premise without sufficient reason.

ADDITIONAL PROOFS. 


A«l«Utional T estim o n y O b ta in e d «>f th e 
S lave T ra d e . 
W ith the aid of the boxful of Chinese 
documents found in the possession of Fong 
Chun Shee, the Celestial ugent of the slave- 
brokers. Deputy Collector Scott is slowly 
gathering a large quantity of valuable evi­ 
dence showing beyond any doubt that fe­ 
males have been imported for immoral pur­ 
poses by a ring located in this citv, which 
hopes to land its chattels through the 
agency of the Courts. 
Of the forty women who arrived on the 
17th inst. by the Belgic, twenty-five are 
supposed to be in charge of Fong Chun 
Shee. 
Yesterday two more statements 
were obtained from girls who were also in 
charge of the old liag. The apparent slow­ 
ness with which developments are being 
made is due to the fact that but one inter­ 
preter is engaged in translating the cap­ 
tured documents. 
The same process was adopted in the ex­ 
amination of these two women that was so 
successfully worked in the other cases. 
Jung Ah Yung was first examined, and 
repeated in a mechanical way the story that 
had been taught her. She claimed to be 23 
years old, was a seamstress, and had for­ 
merly resided with Chung Wall it Co, on 
Dupont street, near W ashington. She first 
arrived in the United States on November 
6, 1877, and departed November 22,1881, on 
the Rio. Although she resided in this 
country four years she could not speak 
English. It was her intention to live in 
this city with Kong On & Co, on Dupont 
street. 
Continuing she said : 
“ I do not know 
the number. I do* not know who bought 
my ticket to China. 
1 was married in 
China in 1883. The year after 1 was m ar­ 
ried my husband, Lee You, returned to San 
Francisco.” 
She was shown the statement and her 
photograph, and finally broke down, m ak­ 
ing this confession : “ I never was in this 
country (America) before. I was never 
married. I can read and write. I do not 
want to land in San Francisco, as 1 know 1 
would have to l e a d a dissolute life. I want 
to go back to China, where my parents are. 
My right name is Lou Don Tai.” 
W hen Interpreter Kipp began taking 
Wong Chow- I’ing’s statement he was a s ­ 
tonished to find that the w-oman was tell­ 
ing the truth, and was at a loss to account 
for the singular case. From the start she 
denied that she had ever been in the United 
Slates, and did not want to stop in San 
Francisco. 
The following is the story she told the 
customs officer : “ My right ñamo is Kong 
Hon Yock. I am 16 years old. 
[The caj>- 
tured statem ent makes her 25 years old ] 
I never was married. 
My father and 
mother are in China. My home is at Ho 
Mun. close to Hongkong. 
I don't want to 
land in San Francisco, ' l want to go back 
there. My mother sold me for $840. I will 
not tell the m an’s name that bought me. I 
don’t know his name. My brothc-, Kong 
Ah Son, aged 17, died, and that is the reason 
why my mother sold me.” 
These two girls were immediately sepa­ 
rated from the remaining twenty-, and will 
be returned to China. As fast as possible 
the others will be examined, and each one 
is expected to e mfess her purchase in China 
and prior non-residence in this country.

D e a th o f J o h n U . C a rro l!. 
John H. Carroll, who has been ill for the 
past few weeks from general failing health 
and a consequent combination of diseases, 
died quite suddenly and unexpectedly last 
evening w hile en route from San Francisco 
to this city. 
H e went to San Francisco 
about two weeks since, hoping that by­ 
change of air and special medical treat­ 
m ent to he benefited. 
H e did not improve, 
however, and it was considered best that 
he return to Sacramento. 
H is physicians 
thought he could do so without injury, 
and, accompanied by his son, K. B. Carroll, 
and daughters M innie and Flora, started 
hom e on last evening’s train. 
W hen at 
about Dixon he apparently went into a 
quiet sleep, but it was soon discovered that 
his sleep was that of death, and that life 
had quietly gone out. 
Upon arrival of the 
train his remains were conveyed to his late 
residence, on H street. 
Mr. Carroll was one of Sacramento's 
most widely known, prominent and highly- 
respected citizens. 
H e came to the State, 
by way of Cape Horn, in 1849, and in Feb­ 
ruary, 1850, settled in Sacramento, open­ 
ing a general merchandizing establishment, 
and has been one of our leading business 
m en ever since. 
H e was born in Lynn, 
Mass., in 1825, and was now consequently 
62 years o f age.

— A curious 
city-like 
group 
of rocks 
near M illau, 
France, has been described to the Paris 
Academy of Sciences. 
It is about 2,500 j 
feet above the sea, anti 
is known as 
M ontpellier-le-Vieux. 
An irregular nta-s 
of rocks some 2 0 0 feet high resembles the 
towers of a citad el; and this is surrounded 
by five depressions 300 or -100 feet deep, of 
which one appears like an amphitheater, 
a second a necropolis, a third a parade- 
ground, and another a regularly laid out 
city quarter with public monuments,gates, 
straight streets and intersections suggest­ 
ing at once such places as Pompeii, Car- 
nac and Persepolis. 
The whole, of some 
500 acres, is surrounded by a rocky wall 
300 or 400 feet high, while the ravines be­ 
neath and the neighlioring rock-groujis add 
to the fortified appearance. "
